EDMONTON-(CUP) Feb. 21 — 
Another student editor was fired 
last week for refusing to follow 

ihéV dictates of his students' 
council. 

Maurice Yacowar. editor of tha 
"UAC Gauntlet" at the Univer- 
sity of Alberta at -Calgary recei- • 
ved. his walking papers Th'urs- . - 
day. evening tollowing a special - - 
meeting of the council. 

CUMULATION 

Yacowar, an 13-year-old En- - 
glish major was fired after pu- 
blication of an unaiithorized.lite-- ■ 
rary supplement seized by tho 
university. Council President Jim 
&IcLclland asserted the disnmsal 
was not a result of the supple- 
ment but rather an accumulation 
of events in past 5 1-2 months. 

A statement issued after the 
special meeting gave the follow- - 
in^ reasons for the decision: the- 
original quality of the paper had . 
deteriorated to thè pomt where 
council can no longer accept res- 
ponsibility for the editorial poli- 
cy. ^ 

This policy up to the present 
time .has been such . as to se- . 
riously damage the reputation of . 
the university. Student opinion 
has not been reflected adequately ' 
in the editorial policy. ' 

ATTITUDE 

- In regard to his attitude^ to- 
wards council Yacowar was ac- - 
cused of continually refusing to 
co-operate with the council and 
of treating the contempt the au- 
thority of the council. He imme- 
diately apologized for whatever 
embarassment the paper caused 
by his -editorship. 

Editorials' by the radical editbr . ' 
have created'much Consternation , 
on the part of the university and 
the pubjic. during his term of 
office. A~strong editorial dcnoun- . 
cing poppy-day caused" .such a 
stir that he was forced to apo- 
logize in a later edition. 

A mass walk out by the Gaunt- 
let staff as a protest against tlia . 
dismissal did not materialise - 
when -. Yacowar appealed 
agahist it. The ^taff will finish 
the lyear for advertising commit- 
ments made it imperative that th« 
next seven ksues be published.

Daily Overi«k>ked Issue in Referendum 



Sir: 

Several points conccrninj Ihe 
pending rerermdiim iccm to 
I)»ve be«n overlooked in The 
Daily's handling ol the isnie. 

One fact Is that in order to 
be eliEible for office jn their 
fourth year, students have 'to 
have obtained the required 65% 
in their second year.' For thiril 
year positions, freshman marks 
form the criteria. 

Surely this is not the "falr- 
fRt" way of judrinc official abi- 
lity. For a student may obtain 
an '80% in first year, and a' 
30% in his cecon4. Hé is consi- 
dered to be more capable than 
oné.wbbTIias obfalned aii 80% 
in second, ^-car, ahd ' 60% in his 
first ' 

. Then, wlut student in his se- 
cond year is aware that ïar will 
be holding an important posi- 
tion in his final year? What 
freshman is -certain.' of a high 
poisition in lUs 'third y<Mir7 

Tliis year, especially, (he 65% . 
is 'not in kccordancc with the ' 
SECs claim to 'fairness and 'ob- 
jectivity'. It sbbuId'Bot be for- 
fottcn that last year, the es% 
. clause was not In cxistenec. 
Thtrcforé, those nnforiliiiat* 



people who did hot know of 
this clause, (mainly because it 
wak not there) and perhaps 
were -only a few marks short 
of the rcqilired per cent, are 
now ineligible for office. If 
they h4d knowni of it, no doubt 
they would have been 'able to 
obtain the necessary mark. 

Since wtien can coveminc abi- 
lity and roanaxing ability be 
jud£cd by the point system? 

A 50% prerequisite would 
h.nve been more reasonable, so 
that our campus leaders would 
itol be actual scholastic failures; 
but to expect a student to do 
a sood job of holding office 
sdlcly because he ir-a sood stu' 
dent is ridicuIousi'''Jt ia intc- 
resting to speculate «n.the num- 
ber of efficient and future cam- 
pus leaders will be Ipst by this 
academic restriction. 

Thereftirc. I believe Ibat this 
C3% restriction is -unfair, and 
that any student who wialics to 
ensure McGill pf the best lea- 
den, and any student who feels 
himself capable of -leading in 
bis third and -fourth yéars; vote 
asainst the ctandard of 45%: 
For otherwise we "wlU lie cut- 
tinK.our:ewn throat

Buck Will Visit 
McGill Socialists 

Tim Buck, head of the Communist party in Canada, 
will nddres.s the McGill Socialist Society today. IJi.s topic 
\9, 'Neutrality: Canada's road to Peace and rrogicss'. 



Buck was born in England in 
1891. lie emigrated to Canada in 
IB20. and in 1921 was one of the 
founders of the Communist Par- 
ty here. 

In 1929, he was elected Gene- 
ral Secretary of the Party, and 
during the depression he agitated 
on behalf of unemployed workers. 

Buck was imprisoned for his 
activities in, 1931, and released 
in '34. He soon re-entered poli- 
tics, and ran, unsuccessfully, for 
the Board of Control in Toronto. 

With the outbreak of the Se- 
cond World War, Buck became 
chairman of the Dominion Com- 
munist-Labour Total War Com-
